PROM  HIGH  STREET  TO  THE  SOUTH  LINE  OP  BECK’S  SUB-DIVISION  0f  EWING r s Out- 
Lot  No.  9 — 


RESOLVED  By  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  city  of  Port  Wayne, 
Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed,  necessary  to  open  and  extend 
SHERMAN  street  in  the  city  of  Port  Wayne , Allen  County  and  State  of 
Indiana,  from  High  street  to  the  south  line  of  Beck’s  Sub-division 
of  Ewings  out- lot  No.  9.  Said  opening  and  extension  to  maintain  through- 
out a width  of  50  feet,  and  to  be  made  by  condemning  and  appropriating 
for  such  purposes  sufficient  lots  and  lands  described  as  follows: 

Lots  numbered  2,25,28  and  51,  the  east  12  ft.  on  the  south  and  11.4  ft. 
on  the  north  of  lot  Numbered  3,  the  east  11.35  feet  on  the  south  and  10.9 
feet  on  the  north  of  lot  Numbered  24,  the  east  10.7  feet  on  south,  and 
10.25  feet  on  the  north  of  lot  numbered  29,  the  east  10.
